1 . Claims 1 -28 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a semiconductor device and a method of manufacturing thereof 
having all exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1 and 13, comprising a gate insulation layer 
and a gate electrode, the gate electrode comprising two polycrystalline silicon films of different 
crystal states, an upper surface of the upper polysilicon film being silicidized.
